Claims 128, 130-132 and 135-148 are pending in this application. 

Request for Continued Examination (RCE) 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

3. The rejection of claims 128 and 136-141 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) over Constanz 
et al. is hereby withdrawn as applicant has amended the claims to recite that the first 
and second agents are different.

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Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not teach, 
disclose nor make obvious a bioresorbable implant composition comprising calcium 
phosphate, a first agent that stimulates directly or indirectly osteoclast activity and a 
second agent that is biologically active, wherein the first and second agents are 
different. The closet prior art reference of Constantz et al. (5,336,264) teaches a 
calcium phosphate composition comprising an agent that directly of indirectly stimulates 
osteoclast activity, however, it is not taught by the reference the addition of a second 
agent that is biologically active.
